DETAILED ACTION 

This action is a response to applicants' application filed June 1, 2001. 

Specification 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 88-102 have been renumbered 87-101. Claim 87 is missing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-8, 17-19, 21-25, 40, 56-61, 70-72, 77, 79-82, 84, 86-87, 91 and 95-98 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Amplatz et al (US Patent 5,944,738). 

The patent to Amplatz et al discloses a device for treating Patent Foramen Ovale. The 
device comprises anchors 12, 14 and an elongate member 16 adapted to extend through a 
"passageway" and connect the first and second anchors. The wire formation in each anchor of 
figure 3 are considered a plurality of arms. Elements 30 and 32 are central hubs. 
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Claims 1-9, 17-25, 42-49, 54-64, 67-84, 86-87, 91 and 93 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by King et al (US Patent 3,874,388). The patent to King et al 
discloses a device for treating Patent Foramen Ovale. The device comprises anchors 8, 9 and an 
elongate member 3 adapted to extend through a "passageway" and connect the first and second 
anchors. See figure 9F. 



Claims 10-16, 26-39, 50-53, 65-66, 85 and 88-90 are objected to as being dependent upon 
a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 41, 92, 94 and 100-101 are allowable over the art of record.
